Leak of Athletic Report 
Brings Swift Repudiation

Premature release of recom- 
mendations on_ intercollegiate 
athletics which conveyed the 
impression that approval had 
been given to a Student Life 
Task Force committee report 
calling for gradual phasing out 
of varsity sports at Ohio Uni- 
versity brought swift efforts to 
correct the facts. 

Information unofficially 
passed on to some of the media 
April 20 indicated the recom- 
mendations would reduce the 
athletic program, except for 
basketball, to a club or intra- 
mural basis. In addition to bas- 
ketball, other intercollegiate 
competition at the University 
includes football, baseball, 
track and field, swimming, 
tennis, hockey, wrestling, soc- 
cer and golf. 

A statement issued immedi- 
ately by President Claude R. 
Sowle explained he had not 
yet seen the text of the recom- 
mendation which was one part 
of a comprehensive review of 
University procedures and pol- 


icies initiated at his request 
last fall. 
“The Student Life Task 


Force is one of six such study 
committees which have been 
asked to prepare recommenda- 
tions in a number of areas to 
be submitted to a Task Force 
Steering Committee,” Presi- 
dent Sowle’s statement said. 

The statement emphasized 
that before any final decisions 
were to be made, a long and 
deliberate process would be in- 
volved that could take several 
months. For example, the 
statement said that upon re- 
ceipt of the steering committee 


report, the review process 
would involve the Faculty 
Senate, the President’s Ad- 
visory Council, the Student 


Assembly, the Graduate Stu- 


dent Advisory Council and the 
Senior Administrators 

When the review as to desir- 
ability and feasibility is com- 
plete, President Sowle, in his 
statement, said, “I will deter- 
mine which of the recommen- 
dations I should evaluate and 
act upon and which should be 
transmitted to the Board of 
Trustees for their judgment.” 

Release of the reeommenda- 
tions came shortly after a poll 
which indicated 64 percent of 
a representative sampling of 
students, faculty members and 
administrators favor maintain- 
ing the current athletic pro- 
gram, The task force, chaired 
by Dr. Anthony G. Trisolini, 
professor of comparative arts, 
was composed of three faculty 
members, four undergraduate 
students, a graduate student 
and one administrator. 

Expressions of support for in- 
tercollegiate sports came from 
alumni as well as from some 
of the trustees and administra- 
tors. Mail and phone calls 
from graduates 
country were reported to be 
heavily in favor of the athletic 
program. 

One trustee source was quot- 
ed by the Associated Press as 
saying, “There will be little 
change in our intercollegiate 
program. It will stay about the 
same.”

BULLETIN: University Closed Until June 


An announcement was issued at 3 
a.m. Friday, May 15, from the President’s 
Office, that Ohio University would close 
immediately and remain closed until the 
beginning of the summer quarter June 22. 
All students were directed to leave the 
campus as quickly as possible. They were 
informed they would receive by mail infor- 
mation concerning options available with 
respect to grades and credit. 

The decision to close was made fol- 
lowing two consecutive nights of confron- 
tation between a small, belligerent, brick- 
throwing mob and law-enforcement offi- 
cers trying to disperse the group from city 
property with tear gas. 

President Claude R. Sowle in his an- 
nouncement said, “It is sad indeed that 
this inspiring period in the history of Ohio 
University must end in such an unfortu- 
nate way. The result, however, in no way 
detracts from the magnificent efforts of the 
great majority of our faculty, students and 
staff to keep the University open. We tried, 
but we failed. 

“We must now turn our attention to 
the future in the hope that we can find so- 


lutions to the perplexing problems that 
have caused us to reach this decision this 
morning.”

One week later, President Sowle 


announced the cancelling of Commence- 
ment exercises, originally scheduled for 
June 14. He said he based his decision 
on considerations of safety and 
security, adding it would be “irresponsible 
for the University, during this tense and 


solely 


uncertain period, to sponsor any event that 
would bring thousands of persons to the 
campus. 

Graduate students who wished to 
complete their spring quarter work were 
allowed to return to campus beginning 
May 22. Other graduate students had 
the option of completing course work by 
mail or by special arrangements with their 
professors.

President Claude R. Sowle 
has approved two recommen- 
dations by the Aviation Study 
Committee in action on one of 
several reports reaching him 
from University committees 
appointed earlier this year. 


Other reports presented to 
the president were from the 
Community Relations Task 
Force, the Ad Hoc Railroad 
Committee and the special task 
force studying post-high school 
educational needs in south- 
eastern Ohio, 


The aviation committee rec- 
ommendations approved by the 
president will allow the Uni- 
versity to retain the aviation 
training program for students 
and offer a limited air trans- 
portation service. 


Courses in ground and flight 
instruction will continue to be 
offered for academic credit and 
the air transportation service 
will involve one twin-engine 
aircraft, Sowle said. 

Funding for the flight pro- 
gram during 1970-71 will be 
allocated from the University’s 
operating reserve fund. A re- 
view of flight fees is being 
made by University adminis- 
Other recommenda- 
tions by the committee are be- 
ing considered by the vice 
president and dean of faculties 
and the director of administra- 
tive services.

Recommendations call for 
intensive efforts by the Uni- 
versity to alleviate students’ 
frustrations caused by congest- 
ed living conditions, lack of 
sufficient recreational facilities, 
internal bureaucracy and pa- 
ternalistic social restrictions. 

Suggestions made by the task 
force were for the acceptance 
of the “release on recogni- 
zance” provision in the courts, 
the appointment of a Univer- 
sity ombudsman who would 
act as an advocate for students 
with the University and the 
establishment of an emergency 
small loan fund for students 
arrested on misdemeanor 
charges. 

Establishment of a Citizens 
Advisory Committee to the 
University and inclusion of stu- 
dents on the Mayor's Advisory 
Committee were further steps 
suggested, 

The task force report also 
recommended higher salaries, 
continued education, incentives 
for self-improvement through 
additional training and _pro- 
motions based on training for 
Athens police. 

The Ad Hoc Railroad Com- 
mittee proposed a four-phase 
plan of action to remedy po- 


tential hazards caused by rail- 
road tracks running through 
the campus. 

The first step in the plan— 
fencing for the married stu- 
dents housing complex on Mill 
Street — has been completed. 

The other phases include 
establishment of new or re- 
located pedestrian crossings 
with signals, overpass crossings 
and screening of the railroad 
for safety and noise control, 
and eventual relocation of the 
tracks.

ROTC Restricted 


By Curriculum Council 


The University’s 34-member 
Curriculum Council voted in 
April to retain ROTC on the 
campus, but the council also 
voted that no University money 
or space be provided for the 
program and that all ROTC 
credit courses be taught by 
academic departments. 

The council action approved 
for the most part a report of 
a council subcommittee which 
has studied the Army and Air 
Force programs and their aca- 
demic status over the past year.

Suggestion by Dodgers’ O'Malley Leads to 
Graduate Program in Sports Administration 


(Editor’s Note: Maher’s article, 
headlined “O’Malley’s Univer- 
sity,” appeared originally in his 


Los Angeles Times’ column 
Feb. 3. See related story on 
page 5.)

About a dozen years ago, 
Walter O'Malley got to think- 
ing that while the colleges were 
doing a pretty good job of 
training people for specialized 
jobs in commerce and industry, 
there was one field that had 
been entirely overlooked. 

Sports had become a big 
business, O'Malley said to a 
friend, but the colleges offered 
no specialized training for a 
kid who might be interested in 
sports administration. 

O’Malley’s remark started 
some people thinking. And 
their thinking led, eventually, 
to the establishment of a grad- 
uate course in sports adminis- 
tration at Ohio University. It’s 
the only one of its kind. 

The course is directed by 
Dr. James G. Mason, 53-year- 
old chairman of the Univer- 
sity’s graduate program in 
physical education. In town 
on a visit, he was telling how 
the course got started 


Mason 
“T took graduate work at 


Columbia,” he said, “and the 
chairman of the P.E. depart- 
ment there, Clifford Brownell, 
was a friend of Walter O’Mal- 
ley. He and Walter were chat- 
ting one day and Walter men- 
tioned that the men who had 
come to the front in his or- 
ganization were all college 
graduates, but that they had 
learned their jobs in baseball 
largely by trial and error. In 
school, there were no courses 
that would have taught them 
the skills needed in baseball 
administration.” 


Brownell mentioned O’Mal- 
ley’s thoughts to Mason, who 
was then with the P.E. depart- 
ment at the University of Mi- 
ami in Coral Gables. Mason 
and several other educators 
had a meeting with O'Malley, 
and it was decided that they 
would draw up a sports ad- 
ministration curriculum which 
would include not only theory 
but practical training. The stu- 
dents would get their practical 
lessons at Vero Beach, Fla. 
They would go to spring train- 
ing with the Dodgers. 

“Mr. O'Malley was really 
enthusiastic about the pro- 
gram,” Mason said, “but this 
was the year he moved the 
Dodgers from Brooklyn to Los 
Angeles. Now he had a stadi- 
um project and a lot of other 
things to think about. He just 
didn’t have time to pursue the 
program.” 

No other sports people ex- 
pressed any interest in the idea, 
but Mason decided a few years 
ago that maybe he could get 


the program started himself 
in his graduate school. He got 
the Graduate Council’s ap- 


proval and enrolled his first 
student in 1966-67. 


Mason’s like the 


program, 


one envisioned by O’Malley, 
includes internships. Students 
not only get classroom training 
(subjects include ethics and 
morality in business, govern- 
ment in business, advanced 
public relations, personnel 
management problems and 
broadcast programming) but 
spend several months working 
with sports organizations. Ma- 
son’s students have interned, 
for example, with the Cincin- 
nati Reds, Cleveland Browns, 
Detroit Pistons, Pro Football 
Hall of Fame and the Dodgers. 

Fourteen students have com- 
pleted the course and most 
have full-time jobs in sports. 
One, Herbert Anderson, start- 
ed out in the Dodgers’ minor 
league system and has since 
become general manager of the 
Pacific Coast League club at 
Salt Lake City. 

“On the average,’ Mason 
said, “it takes two years to 
complete the course require- 
ments. But a student with a 
bachelor’s degree can’t just 
come right into our program. 
He has to spend at least one 
quarter as a special student. 
If he has majored in P.E., 
he'll need some preliminary 
training in business. If he’s 
majored in business, he’ll need 
some preliminary training in 
BE. 

“We get hundreds of letters 
from Walter Mittys, people 
who like the idea of going into 


sports. But most of them are 
not willing to go through what 
we demand. 

“Most of our students want 
to go into professional sports. 
But the program also offers 
training for people who want 
to be arena managers or go 
into college sports administra- 
tion.” 

What Mason would like to 
do now is get baseball and 
football to put up some money 
for scholarships. “We're a 
state school,” he said, ‘‘and the 
cost isn’t too bad for a kid 
from Ohio. But it gets to be 
pretty expensive for out-of- 
state students. 

“We'd like to get some 
scholarship money for blacks 
as well as whites. There are a 
lot of black players in pro 
sports, but there are darn few 
blacks in administration. I’m 
sure there are some kids, at 
schools like Grambling and 
Florida A&M, who aren’t good 
enough to play professionally, 
but who would be qualified to 
get into sports administration.” 

There’s just one question 
about Mason’s program. You 
have to wonder how the gen- 
eral manager of a major league 
baseball club is going to react 
to a job application from a 
very bright young man who has 
just spent two years learning 
how to become general man- 
ager of a major league baseball 
club.

Canine cracked the most 
career free throw standard 
with 175 of 229 for a .762 
mark. 

The highest career field goal 
percentage was rewritten by 
Dave Groff with 145 of 300 
for .483. 

Greg McDivitt cracked the 
most career personal foul re- 
cord with 268. 

Team marks that fell includ- 
ed the most points on a neutral 
floor (99) against Miami of 
Florida in the Hurricane Clas- 
sic. 

This Bobcat team was the 
most aggressive, as 586 person- 
al fouls in one season set a new 
mark. It also tied the best 
home game record with a per- 
fect 11-0 slate. 

Canine’s 1,149 points (264,- 
414,471) ranks him at fifth 
highest scorer in history, and 
McDivitt with 947 (240,339,- 
368) is ninth. 

Canine’s 471 points this sea- 
son ranked as the fourth high- 
est in a single season by any 
Bobcat. 

“Our kids had great heart 
and gave great efforts all sea- 
son,” said Coach Jim Snyder, 
named Ohio College and Mid- 
American Conference Coach of 
the Year. 

“We were naturally disap- 
pointed in the Notre Dame loss, 
but I can’t fault our team ef- 
fort,” Snyder said. 


Houska's Wrestlers Capture 
Conference Championship 


Ohio's MAC wrestling 
champions had to win four 
out of five finals matches and 
have a fall to take the title 
while two Kent State grapplers 
had to lose, and it came out 
just that way. 

“Bruce Hosta was the turn- 
ing point,” explained elated 
Coach Harry Houska. “He 
wrestled with a pinched nerve 
in his back and won the 167- 
pound title for us in a 3-2 over- 
time thriller.” 

Hosta, a Cleveland John 
Marshall graduate, couldn’t 
work out all week because his 
back was bothering him. But 
he drew a bye in the first 
round, then decisioned George 
Graff of Miami 5-4 and beat 
Kent’s Dave Herbert in the 
finals that ended 7-7 regulation 
and then 3-2 Hosta in overtime. 

Eleven points down head- 
ing into the finals, Ohio needed 
the additional points of a fall 
and Bruce Trammell came 
through in that department. He 
pinned Bill Warren of Miami 
in 4:33 to win the 158-pound 
title. Trammell had been bat- 
tling the flu prior to his match, 
as was Bill Saye. 

Greg Voutyras, Worthington 
frosh, also came through for 


the Bobcats with a second place 
in the 190-pound bracket. 

Other weight classes were 
won by New Castle, Pa., fresh- 
man Rich Panella at 118 and 
Bridgeton, N.J., freshman Russ 
Johnson at 177. 

Bob Tscholl, seeded first at 
150, was sidelined with a clavi- 
cle separation two days earlier, 
and didn’t wrestle at all. Kent’s 
heavyweight Tom Walter lost 
in the finals to Toledo’s Greg 
Wojciechowski, which helped 
the Ohio cause. 

Ohio’s Joe Zychowicz, Tole- 
do sophomore, beat the reign- 
ing conference champ at 134 
in the first round and then was 
decisioned in the second round 
to finish fourth. 

Bob Mason, Parma sopho- 
more, took a third place at 
126, to give Ohio the remain- 
ing points. 

“Tt was a great team effort,” 
said Houska, “and our fresh- 
men did a terrific job . . . just 
think, they have shots at be- 
coming four-time MAC win- 
ners.” 

Final point totals had Ohio 
65; Kent State 64; Toledo 51; 
Bowling Green 44; Western 
Michigan 37, and Miami 33.
